Report of Unemployment 


Body After Madison Probe 


"Hon. I. M. Kittieson, Mayor, 
"Tour special committee appoint- 


ed to investigate the nature and ex- 
tent of unemployment "in Madison 
and' vicinity and to suggest relief 
measures desires to report its in- 
vestigations and conclusions, as 
follow*;— 


Snrvey of Unemployment 


"A survey of nine of the larger 


industrial plants in tile city disclos- 
ed that in normal times nearly 2,- 
000 people were employed, exclusive 
of clerical and office help. During 
the war this number was even in- 
creased to 3,000; at the present time 
the 
number employed in these 


plants is approximately 1,200. This 
loaves at lease 700 to'800 metal 
working employes to be accounted 
.for. 
Investigation tends to show 


that a considerable number of these 
have left the city; an additional 
number 
have entered other regu- 


lar occupations and still others are 
doing casurf labor. There are prob- 
nbl'y from 200 to 300 metal trades 
workmen now resident in Madison 
who have little or no employment 
available to them. 
^<: 


'A registration was conducted at 


the Mndison 
Employment 
Office. 


While the unemployed were urged 
to register, the results of the regis- 
tration were far from satisfactory. 
Three hundred fifty persons reg- 
istered, 213 of whom were married 
and 137 unmarried. 
The married 


men all reported dependents rang- 
ing from one to ten, with an aver- 
age of four. A considerable num- 
Sier of the unmarried men had par- 
ents or younger brothers and sis- 
ters dependent upon them. While 
the committee did all it could to 
obtain full registration and to dis- 
abuse the minds of workers that ul- 
terior purposes were in view, we 
are nevertheless of the opinion that 
many 
well-intentioned 
workmen 


without regular employment and in 
need of employment failed to re- 
spond to the request to register and 


acquaint the committee with, actual 
conditions. 
"The Madison Public Welfare-As- 


sociation and other relief organiza- 
tions find the distress incident to 
unemployment : very" • much more' 
acute than it'was a year ago. The 
experience of the .employment of- 
fice is to the same effect. While 
conditions generally in this city 
may not be as serioos, and probably 
are not as serious as they are in 
many other cities of the-state, they 
are nevertheless acute enough to 
demand the attention of every-citi- 
zen of Madison and every agency 
that controls an-avenue to employ- 
ment. The unemployment is prin- 
cipally confined to those who were 
formerly . workmen in the metal 
trades -and to the general unskilled 
labor class. The situation does not 
attach particularly in the building 
trades. 


Job Surrey. 


"Through the kindness of. Dr. 


Lescohier of the University, Gor- 
don E. Nelson, senior _s'tudent, was 
assigned to the committee for the 
purpose of making a job survey. He 
obtained for the use of the commit- 
te» detailed information as to the 
larger building projects in contem- 
plation at th« university with in- 
formation as to the proportionate 
amount of common labor likely to 
be required in each project, as com- 
pared with skilled labor. The same 
type of information was obtained 
with respect to city construction 
work, 'both building and street; al- 
so information as to the larger 
building projects 
on the part of 


private institutions in the city and 
general information 
on the resi- 


dence building program. 
" "At the university there is in 
contemplation the construction of 
another section of the stadium, a 
?30,000 to $50,000. The money is 
new hospital 'building and an addi- 
tion to file service building.

"There are two possible ways to 


reduce the school expenses," said 
Prof. Skinner. "One way would be 
to reduce, wages of teachers. This 
would be not only inadvisable but 
fatal because 
Madison, most com- 


pete with nearby large cities in se- 
curing its teachers. 


"The second method -would be to 


reduce the teaching staff. No one 
who 'has taught school will say that 
this is advisable. Only an excep- 
tionally' good teacher can teach 
more than 30 pupils and do it ef-

Stocks of corn are slightly 
greater than last year, while stocks' 
of small grains are only, half BE 
lurge, the report shows. 


Shipments of grain are also much 


less than for the 1920 crop. • The 
small crops of small grains m J921, 
combined with the more

feeding of home grown grains in 
preference to purchased feeds; has 
greatly reduced th« 
surplus on 
farms. 


It ii estimated that £9 p«r <*nt 


of the 1921 crop'was still en farms 
OB March 1 as compared to 81 per 
oat in 1921. This represtnts .a re- 
serve of 28,270,000 bushels. 


In apite of the large corn crop in 
3*21, only 1 per cent has been ship- 
ped out of the county where grown. 
This compares with 2 per cent for 
each, of the past two crops. 


Farm stocks of oats are estimat-

Report, Says 


.Jail conditions in some Wisconsin 
localities are in need of improve 
ment, in order that 'the increasing 
number of prisoners may have clean 
and.sanitary living /quarters, the 
state /board of control, declared in a 
[Qtter sent today to all county sher- 
iffs.' . 


There is said to be a large in- 


crease in the number xif jail inmates 
due to the .present crime wave which 
'has already-crowded state penal in- 
stitutions. , These prisoners mnrt be 
taken. care -.of. in Jails which are of- 
•ten old and -many .tones, it is said, 
ill kept. 


"The reports of inspection of the 


various jails by inspectors of this 
board," the board said in its letter 
to the sheriffs, "Show tinfi. some of 
these institutions are found in an 
unclean and unsanitary condition at 
times, and that much improvement 
could be made without additional 
expense. . 
. . 


"Tils (board is anxious to have all 


of these places kept in as sanitary 
conditions as possible. Effort should 
be made by the sheriffs to keep 
their jails in the best possible con- 
dition because of the necessity for 
keeping persons confined in sani- 
tary, surroundings so that they will 
je i:j the proper physical condition 
:o engage in work after they have 
3een released. 


"It is likely that there are some 


prisoners" who can be made useful in 
ceeping- the jail clean. 


"A careful 
examination of the, 


iail should be made each day and 
when it is found unclean prompting 
>y the person in charge will inspire 
he inmates to do whatever work is i 
necessary to remedy the situation."

fourth in his series of sermons on 
The Kingdom of Heaven on Earth 
at Christ Church last night. He 
applied Christ's role of love to in- 
ternational politics. 
He said in 


part: 


"The first hundred years of Amer- 


ican history was spent in the kin- 
dergarten and primary grades 
of 


life learning how to support our- 
selves and live at peace among our- 
selves. We were far removed from 
co the other nations, had big inter- 
nal problems to settle, and minded 
strictly our own American business. 
Toward the end of this period of 
national isolation steam and elec- 
tricity had so greatly shrunk 
the 


world as to have practically "brought 
us into the closest .neighborly rela- 
tion with Europe and Asia. Then 
suddenly Amer.ca woke up to find 
a brute choking the life out of Miss 
Cuba at our door. America prompt- 
ly drove off the villain and then 
found herself such an intimate part 
of the sreat family of nations that 
she could no longer live unto her- 
self and became the leader in 
the 


creat game of arbitration and of 
settling disputes by arbitration. 


"In 
her 
youthful 
enthusiasm 


America hated war and bodly led the 
old nations in a great attempt to 
end it. Then, came the 
terrible 


World War. America was shocked. 
America stayed out even when poor 
Belgium was crushed. At last, -be- 
cause Europe is just in our 
front 


yard, and Europe was dying under 
the iron heel: America rolled up her 
«!eeves and went into that war to 
end war. America herself suggest- 
ed such a reorganization of the na- 
tions as would make '.var impossible, 
and then America caught the dread 


disease which had afflicted Germany 
the disease of. national selfishness 
and refused to live for others, took 
her jrans and her dignity and went 
home, refused to play the game any 
longer—wanted all the advantages 
of the victor nations hut would as- 
sume none of 
the responsibilities. 


She was scarcely touched by 
the 


war—a few scratches, 'a fe\y wounds 
a few deaths, a few. dehts^-nothing 
compa«Si"-Kit£ ::.bleedirig*' France;

One Reason Perhaps 


EPOKTS from the university that 
some seven hundred freshmen had 
dismissed at the end of the last sem- 


ester for failure to keep up in their 
scholastic work and one quarter of the 
entire university student -body placed on 
probation may be partially explained by 
the following dispatch from New York 
which tells a story all its own. 


"Qrades handed out to high school and 


college students on their final examina- 
tions frequently depend more on the tem- 


per, digestion and immediate temper of 
ihe grader than on the contents of their 
examination papers, Ben. D. Wood, as- 
sistant to Dean Ha-wkes of Columbia uni- 
versity, declared on Saturday on a report 
on examination research conducted at the 
university. 


"He cited the case of one examination 


paper, graded as a test by 114 teachers. 
It received marks all the way from 28 to 
92 per cent. Another paper, graded by 
142 teachers, showed a difference of opin- 
ion ranging from 64 to 98 per cent. 


"The old type of examination, he de- 


clared, has been found archaic and unfair 
and must be thrown overboard. In its 
place he urged substitution of 'a methoc 
which takes care of principles of menta 
measurement and which makes use of 
modern technical devices.'"

they go with their Christ-like service — are 
ready to proceed all along the line of need as 
fast as supplies are sent, and -it has been re- 
peated over and over, that relief funds would 
be just as welcome if the distributing agency 
were mentioned with every donation. The sec- 
retary of the relief committee offered Hoover 
the direction of all the funds collected through 
the American Red. Cross, which was refused by 
Hoover although he said the available funds 
on hand were entirely inadequate to meet the 
situation. Jane Addarns said that it had been 
estimated that 10,000,000 men, women and 
children had died.from want and cold before 
Christmas, that 15,000,000 more were too weak- 
ened to survive the spring and that possibly 
the rest might not be strong enough to care 
for the soil and the harvest of the next crop if 
seed -grain were supplied, because of the lack 
of facilities, distribution of relief throughout 
that vast destitute territory was a problem.

Ne&tos, who is 
i graduate of the university, speaks 
very highly of the institution as hav- 
ng "maintained a dignified and pur- 
poseful leadership in the educationa 
affairs of the state, and in promot- 
ing those ideals of academic freedom 
and civic virility, which lie at the 
foundation of the successful develop- 
ment of any great institution."

who teach in the state institutions 
should not engage in' any religious 
instruction in or about the institu- 
tion, and I am pleased to say that 
seldom, if ev-er, are the provisions of 
our constitution and laws violated, 
as far as any positive religious in- 
struction in. any of our state insti- 
tutions is concerned. 


i'But a practice has grown up. in 


many of the state institutions which 
is infinitely worse, and which con- 
stitutes just as- direct a violation of 
the spirit of the provisions of our 
constitution and laws as would any 
teaching of specific denominational 
doctrines. This consists of attacks 
made by 'teachers in the class-room 
or upon the campus in the presence 
of students, upon fundamental doc- 
trines of the Church, and upon .ele- 
ments of the faith of the founders 
of the institutions, and of the men 
and'women who'furnish the finan- 
cial support of,these state institu- 
tions and who 'send their children 
here to them for; instruction 
and 


uidance. 
"The teachers 
who have 
been 


guilty of this practice seem to have 
assumed that the Enabling Act, the 
constitution, and the laws are being 
violated only when the teachers at 
the state .institutions advocate pos- 
itive deno'minational doctrines and 
teaching's.--They ceem to-think that 
sarcasm and sneering attacks upon 
the faith'of the'founders and their 
descendants and the teaching of doc- 
trines 'especially designed and in- 
:ended to undermine that faith, does 
not constitute a violation of these 
constitutional and legal provisions. 


"My conviction is that any such 


teaching, undermining 
the funda- 


mentals of religious faith, and the 
sarcastic . attacks upon the beliefs 


the socalled 'old fogies' who still 


adhere to them, constitute a still 
more vicious and damnable viola- 
:ion .of the spirit of our constitution 
and the faith and . ideals 
of 
the 


'ounders of this university than does 
any.denominational -instruction. ,- I 
ay this at the risk of being .charged 
with embracing .a, narrow ' dogma- 
tism, unbecoming in the free atmos- 
jhere of .a. "-university. 
I rest my

honestly and_ fairly observe and fol- 
low the spirit of our laws. 


"During the past couple of. years, 


as I have bean traveling around the 
state, I have frequently learned of 
parents who had sent a beloved son 
or daughter to one ,'of the state in- 
stitutions, and upon the return of 
the son or daughter at the end of 
the year, in sorrow had learned that 
their children had become scorners 
of religious truths 
and 
professed 


agnostics. 
I-can sympathize with a 


father and mother -who, from the 
teachings of childhood and the ex- 
perience of a life-time, have reached 
the conclusion that their faith and 
religious experiences mean 
more- 


than anything else in life, and con- 
stitute, if followed by the children 
a greater guarantee of their success 
and happiness in life, than anything 
else that can be-done for them, and

snd mothers, who by their toil and 
sacrifice establish and support state 
institutions of learning so that their 
children may have a bettsr chance 
at life than they hav-: had, suffer 
attacks upon the Scriptures and the 
faith thcyJove, when under the laws 
and .constitution. of our state other 
teacher's who do cling to the faith 
of their fathers, have no right to 
defend them upon the same campus ? 


"Little, good will be accomplished 


by singing Faith of our Fathers, 
Holy Faith, I will be true.to Thee 
'til death'- on - Sunday when during 
the other six days of the week some 
university professor who is supposed 
to tie, and assumes to be an author- 
ity on law, social science, history, 
mathematics, biology, literature or 
other subjects in the arts and sci- 
ences, undertake by virtue of that 
fact 'to speak with authority on re- 
ligious questions and to belittle the

state institutions. He may believe 
inything he pleaises with reference 
:o God, the Bible, and the elements 
if our faith; but-he has no right to 
express that belief in the class-room 


upon the campus in the presence 


jf the students, and especially do I 
ibject to the making of any of these 
itatcments for the purpose of un- 
lermining the.faith of the .students, 
r belittling the faith and religious 
beliefs oft their fathers. 
If these 


teachers desire -employment in our 
state institutions, 
and compensa- 


tion 'from 'our taix 
moneys; they 


sho.uld be willing to observe not 
only .the-.letter, but the spirit of the 
.constitution and laws of this state, 
and that means not only that they 
shall refrain from religious instruc- 
tion • but also from ' demonstration 
of any anti-religious sentiments.- • 


"The teacher who is worth retain- 


ing is a leader, a model to bis stud- 
ents. Let him scrupulously refrain 
from expressing sentiments to his 


men and women will be encouraged 
to attend the church of their fathers, 
and that nothing will be done direct- 
ly or indirectly for the purpose of 
undermining their faith. 
If later, 


and in mature years the student de- 
sires to leave the church of his fa-

"Recently there appeared in a uni- 


versity publication for which I have 
been a subscriber since I left the 
university, a couple of articles deal- 
ing with religious topics in a form 
and spirit decidedly at variance with 
the religious belief of a great ma- 
jority of those who support the in- 
stitution. 
It is difficult to undor- 


stand why it should be necessary in 
an institution wherein is taught the 
whole range of subjects in the arts 
and sciences, to deal with these del- 
icate and sacred thernes in the in- 
stitutional publications. 


"I am speaking now with all sin- 


cerity, and on behalf of the fathers 
and mothers of our state, builders' of 
the commonwealth who still share 
the faith of their fathers. 


"It seems I can see and hear these 


stern pioneers of the prairie state 
we love; some left 
their eastern 


homes where culture, learning, and 
simple faith, inherited from colon- 
ial ancestry, prevailed; others came 
from foreign lands to breathe the 
a.ir of liberty, bringing with them 
homely virtues 
of 
i ^nesty 
and 


truth; but all were men who thru 
the privations of pioneer days, when 
sometimes the only code was that 
code of honor-which generations of 
virtuous ancestors had cultivated in 
their hereditary character, retaine.d 
a fundamental reverence for their 
Creator, a 
reverence 
which the 


freedom of the frontier never less- 
ened. I can see them, hear them, 
as they meet in their legislative as- 
semblies to write the law; I see the 
seamed faces; I hear 
the 
rough 


words, as one by one they w;:ite the 
statutes that insure liberty and edu- 
cation to their children. They,Kthe 
founders, call to us- thru the mists 
of the past: There shall be no sec- 
tarian 
instruction 
in • our 
free 


schools, imposing upon the minds of 
our children doctrines and dogmas 
distasteful to them: neither shall 
there be in the name of that liberty 
we prize above possessions, and 
within the walls of these free schools 
we have es-tablished, any insidious 
undermining .of that reverence for 
God and His Inspired Word which 
thru all the tribulations of frontier 
life we have found the only safe rule 
of life and conduct, upon which we 
builcied our faith and which we seek 
to protect from the sneer of the one 
who 'in his heart has said there is 
no God'; may we heed this call, hear 
its message and carry it with us 
thru the years. 


"I want to make my remonstrance 


against. these practices just as 
strong as it 'is possible for me to 
make it. I am sure that all that 
will be-needed is to call the attention 
of the members of, the faculty to 
this matter and to invite a careful 
reading of the law establishing the 
university, and of the constitution 
and subsequent laws of our state, in 
order to have this fault speedily cor- 
rected, and no further 
cause 
for 


complaint appearing."
